WHY THEY SUPPORT BRYAN. 



The Statement Is the Result of a Several 
D»y»* Conference llclil hy Senator Teller 
and Associates, Who Uolted the St. I.ouU 
Convention— All Opponents of the Gold 
Standard Urged to Join Them. 

Denvek, July 21.— Senator Teller 
und 11 of his associates who loft MM 
national Republican convention, last 
evening made public an address to the 
silver Republicans of the country, set- 
ting forth their views of the situation. 
The silver Republicans, congressmen 
and senators, have been in conference 
at Manitou for several days over this 
statement. In addition to those sign- 
ing the address, Senator Pettigrew of 
South Dakota and Senator Cannon of 
Utah are declared to be in sympathy 
with it, although Senator Cannon was 
not prSS O Ut at the conference owing to 
business engagements in Boston. The 
address is as follows: 

We deem it lining that wo who have 
heretofore affiliated with the national 
Republican party and who have reject- 
ed the financial plank of the platform 
adopted at St. Louis, and refused to 
support the nominees of the convention, 
should state our position in the present 
campaign and give briefly our reasons 
in support thereof. 

When certain delegates to the na- 
tional Republican convention repudi- 
ated tin- financial plank of the platform 
and withdrew from the convention, we 
determined that we would give our sup- 
port to such candidates as should ap- 
pear most willing and capable of aiding 
in the restoration of silver to its right- 
fa] place as standard money. 

The Democratic party, in its Chicago 
convention, has taken a position in its 
platform so pronouncedly favorable to 
silver, and has nominated candidates of 
such unusual unquestionable convictions 
in favor of the bimetallic policy, and of 
6uch high personal character, that we 
have determined to give them our sup- 
port. We support such candidates be- 
cause they represent the great principle 
of bimetallism, which we believe to be 
the cause of humanity and civilization, 
and the paramount question now before 
the American people. 

We therefore, announce that we shall 
by voice and vote support Messrs. Bryan 
and Sewall for president and vice presi- 
dent, and we appeal to all citizens, and 
especially to Republicans who feel a* 
we do, that gold monometallism would 
be of lasting injury to the country, to 
act with us in securing their election. 

The Democrats who believe in the 
gold standard are announcing their in- 
tention to support McKinley, or propos- 
ing to put a third candidate in the field 
for the avowed purpose of aiding Mr. 
McKinley's election. A great number 
of leading and influential Democratic] 
journals have declared that they will 
support the Republican nominees. It is 
evident that there is to be a union of 
forces on the part of the advocates and 
■apporteri of the gold standard to elect 
Mr. McKinley and a congress favorable 

to him, which will rapport the finanoiol 
policy outlined in the Republican plat- 
form. 

To those who believe in bimetallism, 
which means the equal treatment of 
both gold and silver at the mints of the 
nation, there is but one courso to pur- 
sue, and that is to unite all the silver 
forces and to oppose with all our might 
the candidate representing the policy 
which we believe is fraught with dis- 
Uter to the nation and ruiu to the peo- 
ple. 

Gold monometallism means the shift- 
ing to gold alone, as primary money, of 
all the burdens of commerce and credit 
formerly borne by gold and silver, and 
as the world's stock of these metals has 
always been about equal in amount, it 
means the doubling of the burden upon 
gold. Doubling the burden upon gold 
means doubling the demand for the 
same, and doubling the demand of 
necessity doubles the value thereof. 
This gradual shifting to gold of all the 
burdens of both gold uud silver has 
caused a gradual and steady increase in 
the value of every dollar redeemable in 
gold, and henco a gradual and steady 
decline in the value of every commodity 
that is measured by that dollar. 

The Republicans and supporters of 
Mr. McKinley consented to the iuser- 
tion in the St. Louis platform of the 
gold standard declaration thinly 
veneered by a declaration for bimetal- 
lism, "when the leading commercial na- 
tions of the wot id should consent," but 
until that consent was secured the gold 
standard must be maintained. It is 
well known that this consent can not be 
secured from Great Britain, and that 
such declaration for bimetallism means 
nothing, with this limitation on it. 
Mr. McKinley consented to the declare- 
tion for the gold standard In the plat- 
form, and in his recent speeches has ac- 
cepted it, und has become the advo- 
cate thereof; he has shown by his 
speeches heretofore made that ii • 
understood the danger of the 
gold standard and the distress which 
would be inflicted upon the American 
people by its adoption, and yet he 
pledges the people to support and main- 
tain that system, and fusten upon them 
all the evils of the financial system 
which ho has heretofore repudiated if 
they will make huu president. What- 
ever may have been his attitude on the 
money question in the past, he must in- 
evitably hereafter support the same 
financial system that the present Demo- 
cratic administration has, and, if elect- 
ed, mast continue the policy of Mr. 
Cleveland in the sale of bonds in time 
of oeaot.. Hence, with .the success of

tinueil increase of the public debt and 
the sale of bonds tojmaintain the gold 
standard. 

That the condition of the country If 
not satisfactory, all admit. The pro- 
ducers of wealth are not receiving fair 
and proper compensation for their la- 
bor, whether in field, factory or mine; 
enterprise has ceased; values are con- 
stantly declining; labor is unemployed; 
discontent and distress prevail to an ex- 
tent never before known in the history 
of this country, and no reason can be 
found for such an unhappy condition 
save in a vicious monetary system. 

Those who profess to deplore the .pres- 
ent financial condition and oppose the 
free coinage of silver are divided in 
opinion as to the present cause of the 
present condition. 

Some declare that it is because we 
est of silver, in which all are interest- 
ed, and thus make victory certain or 
endanger success by declining to do so. 

The responsibility, he says, rests with 
htm and he does not hesitate to say that 
he believes the rank and file of the 
Populists will desert their leaden on the 
issue if they refuso to accept this oppor- 
tunity. He takes them to the top of the 
mountain and shows them the promised 
land of silver. He and his friends deny 
that any pledges are being made, but 
Senator Allen, whoso proposition give* 
him great weight with Populistic coun- 
cils, is proclaiming to his friends that if 
Mr. Bryan is selected, all who rally to 
Oil support, whether Democrats. Popu- 
lists or Republicans, will be on an equal 
footing, 

It is intimated that a selfish interest, 
perhaps, actuated the "middle-of the 
road" leaden from the south. They 
have been fusing with the Republicans 
there for local offices and for members 
of congress, and if Bryan and Sewall 
should be endorsed they would aeoeS' 
sarily cut off their political allies. The 
"middle-of-the-road" people suggest 
Vandervort of Nebraska and Burkett of 
Mts-issippi as a good ticket. 

The Bryan people are closely organ- 
ized for effective work. General Weaver 
is at the head of the steering commit- 
tee, anil they are laboring with all the 
incoming delegates. The main thing 
they have to contend with is the all- 
prevailing dread among the rank and 
file that they will be swallowed up by 
the Democracy. They declare they 
were first in the field with the cry for 
tlie restoration of silver. "The Demo- 
crats stole our thunder, "said Ignatus 
Donnelly, "and now they want to 
bury us." 

The convention is a peculiar political 
gathering. There is a total absence of 
brass bands and a scarcity of flags and 
bunting, but the lack of music and trap- 
pings does not dampen the ardor of the 
delegates. There is noise enough to 
satisfy any frequenter of conventions. 
They crowd the hotel corridors. All of 
them are debaters with strong convic- 
tions, and they take into their confi- 
dence all within the sound of their 
voices. The fact that few of the dele- 
gates are young is another noticeable 
feature of the assembling Populists. 
Most of the whiskers are dotted with 
gray, many of the delegates are far on 
to the sere and yellow, but they are full 
of fire and enthusiasm. It is not be- 
lieved that over half the delegates are 
yet on the ground. 

In case Bryan is nominated or en- 
dorsed, Chairman Jones has agreed 
that the PopolistS shall hare two rep- 
resentatives m the national committee 
and the silventes one. The two south- 
men Suggested for vice president in the 
event of a compromise which would 
give the latter a place on the ticket to a 
Populist are Judge Walter (.'lark of 
North Carolina and Colonel Minims of 
Tennessee. The difficulties in the way 
of accomplishing such a compromise, 
however, was generally recognized as 
almost insurmountable and this scheme 
was in a measure abandoned. The in- 
dications that the compromise and 
Bryan factions were getting closer to- 
gether continued and the general be- 
lief among the best informed on the in- 
side was tuat the situation would soon 
clear and that the nomination of Bryan 
was reasonably certain. 

INDIAN EDUCATION. 

Annual Meeting of the Society at St Paul 
Is Largely Attended, 

St. Pa i i., Juiy 21.— The annual meet- 
ing of the National Indian Educational 
socitty has brought to this city between 
300 and 400 teachers, supervisors, super- 
intendents and other officials connected 
with the work of Indian education. 
The object of the convention, which 
will continue for four days in the rep- 
resentative chamber of the capitol, is to 
discuss the work and to make new 
plans for more effective efforts in the 
future. There are now about 22,000 
scholars on the rolls of the Indian 
schools, and the government appropria- 
tions for the past year amount to $2,- 
000,000. The introduction of tho field- 
matron system, under which a large 
number of specially fitted women are to 
be employed to make house-to-house 
visitations among the Indians, and by 
example and direction instruct the 
women in domestic economy, is to bo 
brought up for consideration. The 
scheme is strongly indorsed by Hon. 
W. N. Nailmann of Washington, the 
superintendent of Indian education, and 
his super vi sors. 

LOOANSfoar, lud., Juiy 21.— The In- 
dianapolis, Logansport and Chicago 
Railway company has filed a mortgage 
in this county in favor of tho Continent- 
al Trust company of New York. The 
company has issued sixteen hundred 5 
per cent gold bond of |1,000 each, dated 
July 1, 1890, to run until 1926. The 
money is to be applied to the construc- 
tion of the line, from the limits of In- 
dianapolis to Logansport, via Sheridan, 
Kemptou, Russiaville and Young Amer- 
ica. Secretary Quincy Meyers stated 
that work would be commenced shortly, 
bat he could not aire the exact time.

The Endorsement of Hryan and Sewall 
Appears to Ite Keasnnably Certain, Al- 
though the Southern PopattStS, Former- 
ly t. line With Itemiltlieans, Are Hold- 
ing Out Strongly AgalBSl II. 

St. IiOOn, July 21. - The Populist «-if- 
uation does not crystallze. The leader, 

are at war over the question of endors- 
ing or nominating Bryan, Some, like 

ex-Governor Llewelling, Senator Allen 

of Nebraska, General John B. Weaver 
of Iowa, who was the Populist candi- 
date for president In 1898; Captain Reu- 
ben Kolb of Alabama, who claims he 
was twice defrauded of the governor- 
ship of his state; the Hon. Tom Pat- 
terson and Governor Walts of Colorado 
are earnestly striving for an endorse- 
ment of the Chicago ticket; Chairman 
Taubeneck. Ignatus Donnelly of Minne- 
sota, Senator ButW of North Carolina. 

ex*Governof Buchanan of Tennesson 
ami Genera] Coxey of Ohio want to en- 
done Bryan under terms laid down by 
them, while "Cyclone" Davis of Texas, 
Paul Vandervort of Nebraska, Colon, i 
Frank Burkett of Mississippi and other- 
want to keep the middle of the road and 
nominate an independent ticket on an 

Independent platform. 

Bach faction asserts that it desires to 
preserve the autonomy of the party or- 
ganization and its way is the way. 
Shipwrecked Populists and a bolt seem 
inevitable, no matter what the ultimate 
outcome is. The Bryan supporters 
•hum to be the majority, They are 
well organized. Their leaders are 
shrewd and sagacious — many of them 
are experienced politicians — in addition 
to this, they have the open and active 
support of t ho silver party leaders, 
whose convention is likely to be simply 
a Bryan ratification meeting, and of 
Senator Jones, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic national committee, who is here 

with his lieutenants, striving to this 

?nd. Their strength spreads over the 
entire country west of the Missouri, 
where the causoof silver is paramount. 

Many of the delegates from this sec« 
tion, like Llewelling and Patterson, de- 
Blare that if Bryan is not nominated or 
endorsed here, uiue-tenths of the Popu- 
lists will support him and the Identity 
of the Populist party in the west will be 

destroyed. 

The "middle-of-the-road" Populists 
are mostly from the south, where, for 
several years they say. it has been war 
to the knife and knife to the hilt in 
their battle with the Democracy and 
they have nailed their banner to the 

mast. They will neither surrender nor 

fusion. They have captured scattering 
votes in the west and quite a number 
from the Pacific coast. 

In California they claim a majority of 

the delegation. They are extremely 
radical. Their headquarters at the 
Laclede aro constantly tilled with a 
pushing, noisy mass of people. The 
halls are placarded with mottoes and 

editorials from Populist papers demand' 

ing the repudiation of the Chicago 
ticket and several orators are usually 
talking to the crowd at the same time. 

An Irredeemable currency and direct 

legislation aro proclaimed to be tho 
foundations of their faith. The initia- 
tive aud referendum scheme, which is 
to originate all legislation with the peo- 
pie and refer it back to them for en- 
dorsement, is the keynote of their arch. 

"We want to do away with tho su- 
premo court, that sits above the peo- 
ple," shouted one of their orators yes- 
terday afternoon. "Then we will re- 
monetize silver; have government own- 
ership of railroads and telegraphs; enact 
immigration and income laws, and 
crush the monopolies and trusts that 
have us by the throats." 

These men will probablv bolt in any 
event, although there are evidences of a 
split in some of the southern dell ga- 
turns like that of Texas, if they can be 
held in line, and those who desire a 

compromise do not receive concessions, 
which will ultimately bring them to 
the support of Bryan. 

They may control a majority of the 
convention. The basis of representa- 
tion is one delegato for each senator and 
representative and one for each 1,000 
Populist votes cast. Under this appor- 
tionment Texas and North Carolina 
have the largest delegations, 25 each, 
out of a total of about 1,800. In North 
Carolina, the fusion Populist and Re- 
publican votes are counted and these 
twodelegations.it will be seen, com- 
prise almost one-sixteenth of the con- 
vention. Georgia, who is also claimed 
by the "middle-of-the-road" faction, 
has 01. Tho largest of the Bryan dele- 
gations Is Kansas with U'i. Alabama, 
which is for Bryan, has 54 and Nebras- 
ka 51. The Bryan people claim on a 
preliminary canvass that takes no ac- 
count of those delegations which have 
not yet put in an appearance, 488 votes. 
Their claims, however, are disputed in 
secret quarters. 

Tho real fight appears to be between 
tho Bryan supporters and those who in- 
sist upon compromise that will give offi- 
cial endorsement of the Populist organi- 
zation. A great many plans for this 
compromise have been suggested, the 
basis of all of which is the adoption of 
a separate platform and a division of 
the electoral votes. As to tho rest, the 
plans differ. Some desire a separate 
ticket, others are willing to accept the 
Chicago nominees. Today there was a 
movement in favor of a division of the 
ticket. Bryan was to head it, and some 
Populist, preferably from the south, to 
be his running mate. All these olans 



aro more or less Impracticable SS they 
Would create complications which would 
be bard to straighten out before the 
campaign could begin. 

i Ihsirman Jones has Indignantly re- 
jected the proposition to thiow Sewall 
overboard, and the Bryan supporters in 

tho Populist party take a positive posi- 
tion in opposition to it, but it is thought 
that ii division of electors in some of the 
seats like North Carolina, Nebraska. 
Minnesota aud Texas could be arranged 
by the state committee--, which alone 
would have the power to enter into any 
egfeenwnti Chairman Joins has eon. 
ferred with such other leaders as have 
called on him and has pointed out very 
clearly thai the battle is between Me- 
Kinley and the gold Standard and 
Bry:»u and the silver Standard. He 
says that the Democrats do not want to 
endorse the Populists, but it rests with 
the Litter to endorse Bryan in the inter- 
have too much tariff, others that we 
have not enough, while the fact exists 
that every gold standard country in the 
world, whether it has a high or a low 
tariff, is now, and has been during re- 
cent years in the throes of a financial 
panic; and every free standard country, 
compared with its former condition, is 
enjoying an industrial development and 
degree of pro sper ity hitherto unknown 
in its history. While thus differing in 
opinion, they unite in asserting that the 
gold standard must be maintained until 
foreign countries shall signt'y their will- 
ingness that the American people shall 
exerei-e the rights of freemen and 
create a financial system of their own. 
If we overlook the humiliation and deg- 
radation we must feel on account ot 
such a declaration of financial depend- 
ency, we may well inquire when the 
consent of the leading commercial na- 
tions will be obtained. 

With a nation equal in wealth and 
power to one-fourth of the world it is 
cowardly to say that we must ask the 
permission of Great Britain to establish 
and maintain a financial policy of our 
own. Believing as we do that a return 
of the monetary system especially rec- 
ognized in the constitution and com- 
pletely provided for by the law from 
l?l>2 to lsT'l affords the only ground of 
hope for the betterment of the distressed 
condition <>■" all the classes, except those 
who live by the increment that money 
loaned give those who loan it, we ap- 
peal to all classes to rally to the support 
of the only candidates whose success 
indicates any hope of relief. 

NEW CRAFT. 

Several New Ones to Hn Ilullt. ronsitting 
el Hattlcliips and Torpedo BootSi 

Washington, July 21.— Among the 
important matters that have necessitat- 
ed a week s postponement of Secretary 

Herbert's voyage of inspection on the 
Dolphin are the plans for the three new 
battleships and 18 torpedo boats, the 
contracts for which, in accordance with 
the act of congress approved June 10, 
must be awarded within 180 days. 

That limit will expire Oct. B, and, as 
some time had to be allowed for can- 
vassing and considering the proposals, 
the advertisements, which have already 
been issued, call for opening the bids on 
the torpedo boats Sept. 11, aud on the 
battleships four days later. 

Plans and specifications for the tor- 
pedo boats, which are to bo of three 
classes, niiiking respectively 80, 9i I-.' 
and 80 knots, have already been pre- 
pared for eight bidders who have ap- 
plied for them, and Chief Constructor 

tiichborn is confident that the drawings 

and details of the battleships will be m 
possession of the only four establish- 
ments in the country capable of such 
big work not Liter than Aug. 1. The 
entire resources of the navy department 
have been strained to their utmost to 

expedite this work, and as soon as it is 
out of the way a general eff ort is to be 
made to hasten the completion of ex- 
isting contracts, some of which are be- 
hind time. 

WIThT A~FULL FORCE 

Work starts I p at the Anderson Tin IMate 
Mills. 

AxdkrsoXi Ind,, July 81, — The trouble 
at the National tin plate mills has been 

settled, and they started yesterday with 
a full force of men. The scale was 
signed Saturday afternoon, with a clause 
added which reads, "Subject to change." 
Just what this clause means would not 
be explained) either by the men or tin' 
management. This move gives em- 
ployment to 880 men who have been 
idle, and at the same time settles a con- 
troversy that has been threatening 
trouble for some time past. The main 
Change from the scale of last year is 
that it allows the men to make more 
boxes than they were formerly allowed 
to make for a day's work. 

Li Hung Wide Awake. 

London, July 21.— The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times, commenting 
apon tiie report that Li Hung Chang 
had visited the Credit Lyoiiaise and bad 
declared that China intended to secure 
a great loan, but t hat it desired to tarsal 
direct with the banks without interme- 
diaries, suggests that it is possible that 
the chief aim of Li Hung Chang's tour 
is to get a loan on cheap terms.

The demonetiza- 
tion of silver by that country forced on India, It 
is claimed, has worked Incalculable mischief to 
the lattcr's agricultural iuteresU.

Arthur llutemun. rormtMly of bswlshfjrg, 
Jumps Out of a Window at Cov- 
ington. 



Arthur Bateman, aged fourteen, a sou 
of Mr. George F. Bateinan, formerly of 
Lewisburg, was seriously injured at Cov- 
ington Sunday night. 

The family resides now at Lexington, 
and the young man was on a visit to Will 
Harris, of Covington, when the accident 
occurred. 

The Times Star says: " When the Har- 
ris family got up Monday morning they 
were surprised and startled because of 
the disappearance of their guest. The 
f ict that his bed had been occupied ad- 
ded to the mystery of his dropping out 
of sight. It was only after some consid- 
erable time after the search commenced 
that a startling find was made that solved 
the mystery. 

" Under the window of the bed room 
young Bateman was found in a semi- 
conscious condition, suffering excrucia- 
ting pain. He had gotten up while 
asleep in the night and while completely 
under the inlluence of slumber had 
walked out of the window and fallen to 
the ground. One of his legs was broken, 
and lie sustained other injuries of a seri- 
ous nature." 

The Covington Past says that the un- 
fortunte young man dreamed some one 
grabbed him, and In his efforts to escape 
he sprang from his bed in his sleep and

Fur a time everything was lovely, 
but on an ill fated day some wandeiing 
hobo from Adams County, stranded in the 
town, very wickedly and maliciously 
•tabbed at the happiness and prosperity 
of this good pedagogue by divulging the 
secret that there was no college at Man- 
chester and pronouncing such a diploma 
a hoax. From that time the (lab I was on.

"Kentucky has a law pivvidii.g for the

ALARMINGLY LOW. 

Treasury Gold Reserve A gala Helow the 
Ninety MllIlM Mark. 

Washington, July 21.— Tho pold re- 
Mm went below the niucty million 
mark yesterday for the first tttni in 
many mouths and at the close of busi- 
ness 'tin' actual figure wa s 189,781,818, a 
reduction of *8, 700,300 for tho day. Of 
the withdrawal! $o,033,000 was for ex- 
port. 

Treasury officials look upon thisheavy 
golden drain as entirely abnormal and 
are cuiifident that it will not continue, 
at least so heavily. They say that there 
is nothing in trade conditions to war- 
rant the exports, adding that although 
exchange, is almost a point above the 
■hipping point in normal times, the 
conditions are such in their judgment 
ns to make it uncertain whether it can 
Im profitable at present. In the absence 
of Secretary Carlisle, who will not re- 
turn to the city from his jaunt down the 
bay until tomorrow, no one can speak 
auth' titatively respecting the prob- 
ability of another issue of bonds to re- 

El. niab. the reserve in the near future, 
ut the general trend of opinion was 
that such a thing was not to be ex- 
pected. 

The rumor reached the treasury late 
in tin- dav that the Hew York banks 
bad d< oldod to come to the relief of the 
department and pledge themselves to 
maintain tbe reserve at the $100,000,00 J 
point There was no official backing to 
tins report, but officials profess to see 
other hopeful signs even if this promise 
fails of realization. Among them is 
the prospect that the demand for meniey 
in the west will oblige the New York 
banks to deposit gold with the treasury 
In order to obtain tbe necessary paper. 
This would add materially to the pro- 
tection of the gold reserve. 

The department has already accumu- 
lated in tbe general balance uf ?•,''» 1 .- 
618,898, no less than $84,888,016 of old 
legal tender notes and $35,113,010 111 
Bberman notes. This leaves the whole 
amount of legal tender notes outstand- 
ing, notes of a kind that can be need 
under the "endless chain" plan to draw 
out tho treasury gold, at only $345,000,- 
000 and very "much of this is actively 
circulating in the course of daily trade. 
The national banks held of this total 
|147,0()O,O00, and so far as the treasury 
olticials know they are not generally 
lending themselves to the present raid 
of the reserve. 

As to other conditions, the officials 
are satisfied with the manner in which 
they have gotten so far through the 
mouth of July. This is always a trying 
month, the beginning of the fiscal year 
letting loose u lot of appropriations for 
miscellaneous objects as well as for 
riven and harbors and pensions. The 
payments on account of tho latter havt 
amounted so far to $9,»20,000 this 
month, while the quarterly Internet 
charges on the 4 per cent bonds and 
others have aggregated $0,470, 000. 

The total expenditures for the month 
have reached $31,118,000, which leav 
a deficit of $l'2,0'.ll,^04, but this is no 
more than was expected, while encour- 
agement is found in the fact that the 
receipt! have averaged well up a million 
dollars per diem aud that much of this 
increase is composed of internal revenue 
receipts, an indication that the whisky 
in bond has at last been drawn upon. 

STRIKERS USE V IOLENCE. 
Coal Mluera Imported From Illinois Will 
It, Driveu From tbe Field. 

Sullivan, Iud., July 21.— Tho situa- 
tion among the coal miners of this dis- 
trict is a very ferious one. The sheriff 
is at Starr City, and if ull the imported 
miners from Taylorsville, Ills., are not 
out of the local field soon, loss of life 
will probably take place. At Starr City 
last olgbt there was au unusual amount 
of excitement. The imported miners 
were attacked by a crowd of strikers 
aud one of the men was seriously in- 
jured. Tho imported men came to 
Starr City from Taylorsville, Ills , and 
arrived Saturday morning. The strikers 
decided to give them until 6 o'clock a. 
m. to get back into their state. 

Tho prompt action of Superintendent 
Campbell of the mine and other citizens 
in coining to the rescue of the imported 
with drawn revolvers, it is thought, 
alone prevented a loss of life. The 
sheriff was called on for protection und 
left for Stair City with a number of 
deputies to protect life and propertv.
